I plan to augment 
the Air Force survey team with experienced NBA technicians. 

3* The U. S. Air Force will forward through the Department of 
Defense a request that the Department of State undertake negotiations 
with the l I Government in order to obtain diplomatic permission to 

conduct the site survey.
